filed in circuit co urt Tuesday . 
Mrs. Elsie Pitman was president 
o f the bo ard during the past 
y ear. 
The entire number o f children 
benefited thro ugh these o ffices 
during the y ear 1932 was placed 
at 5 37 in the repo rt. 
The pro batio n o fficer and the 
bo ard o f children’s guardians, to ­ 
gether with the latter’s assisting 
agency —the Rush co unty child 
welfare 
asso ciatio n — repo rted 
that they had arranged fo r treat­ 
ments, which resulted until the 
child was cured, in a large num­ 
ber o f cases during the past 
y ear.

274 to 9 4 to o v erride the v eto , 
mo re than the marg in req u ired. 
The sen ate v o te was fiv e mo re 
than the req u ired two -thirds o f 
the 9 2 members castin g ballo ts. 
Fo rty -fiv e 
Demo crats 
v o ted 
with 20 Rep u blican s to o v erride 
the Presiden t’s v eto an d make 
the bill a law. 
Under the new law, co mplete 
independence fo r the 34 y ear o ld 
American 
po ssessio n 
will 
be 
achiev ed in fro m 10 to 13 y ears, 
pro v ided the island legislature 
accepts the act within o ne y ear 
fro m to day .

Samuel Insult, Who se American 
Passpo rt Was Annulled, 
Seeks To Remain in 
Athens.

Athens, J an. 17 (Æ*) — Samuel 
Insull, who se American passpo rt 
recently was annulled by the' 
United States go v ernment, has 
applied fo r Greek citizenship. 
This slo w pro cess, ho wev er, 
usually requires three y ears resi­ 
dence to co mplete. Insull has 
been here since Octo ber 9, when 
he fled fro m France and Italy 
just befo re attempts to arrest 
him in tho se co untries at the re­ 
quest o f the United States. A 
Greek co urt refused o n Decem­ 
ber 28 to o rder his ex traditio n 
to face larceny and embezzle­ 
ment charges in Chicago in co n­ 
nectio n with the failure o f his 
huge utility interests. 
Meanwhile, autho rities hav e 
giv en no indicatio n o f intentio n 
to interfere with his co ntinued 
stay here. 
A repo rt that they were plan­ 
ning to ex pel Insull was called 
to the attentio n o f the Athens 
chief o f po lice, who said he 
knew no thing o f any such mo v e. 
On the co ntrary , Insull’s resi­ 
dence permit, which recently ex ­ 
pired, has been renewed. 
It was generally understo o d 
his co ntinued residence here was 
co ntingent o n his acceptance o f 
Greek naturalizatio n, which ap­ 
peared to be just what he was 
ready fo r. 
It was rumo red here that a 
new accusatio n will be presented

Washing ton, J an. 16 (/P>—A 
charg e tha t the mov ement for 
repeal of the eig hteenth amend­ 
ment g ained its “ principal im­ 
petus” from millionaires seeking 
to shift the tax burden to the 
masses was made to the senate 
today by Senator Sheppard (D. 
Tex as) in an adress marking the 
thirteenth anniv ersary of prohi­ 
bition. 
Standing firm ag ainst the po­ 
sition of his party for repeal of 
the amendment he sponsored, 
Sheppard announced he was op­ 
posed to submitting the prohibi­ 
tion question a t this time be­ 
cause the “ subtle and v icious 
misrepresentations” 
resulting 
from “ paid propag anda” would 
not permit “ a fair hearing of 
the fa cts.” 
It was the Tex an’s first sta te­ 
ment of his position toward the 
repeal resolution now pending 
before the senate. He announced 


la st y ear he would v ote to sub­ 
mit a repeal amendment if in­ 
structed to do so by his state 
primary , but he contended today 
tha t v ote was not representativ e 
because the dry s did not partici­ 
pate. 
In his carefully prepared ad­ 
dress, the mild-mannered Shep­ 
pard asserted “ the repeal of pro­ 
hibition would be the beg inning 
of the dismemberment of the 
soul of America.” The constitu­ 
tion’s prov ision for prohibition, 
he said, marks “ the loftiest p eak 
the march of man has reached” 
and for the nation to rep eal it 
would 
be to 
“ trifle with its 
ideals.” 
“ The present mov ement for re­ 
peal obtained its principal im­ 
petus from the plethoric p o cket- 
books of a few millionaires, de­ 
termined to shift the weig ht o f 
tax ation from their own shoul­ 
ders to the masses ev en if it 
doomed the masses to perpetual 
pov erty and woe,” he said. 
Turning to the question of pro­ 
hibition’s merits, Sheppard con­ 
tended it had broug ht a sharp 
decrease in the use of liquor.

On e met its 
defeat on the floor, while the 
other was pocket vetoed by Gov. 
Harry G. Leslie. 
The bill will permit taxin g of 
the city-own ed utility for coun ­ 
ty arid state purposes, but n ot 
for mun icipal, an d will also pro­ 
hibit tran sfer of fun ds from the 
light plan t fun d to the city gen ­ 
eral fun d. 
Richmon d will be represen ted 
at the Tuesday meetin g by D. C. 
Hess, Richmon d light plan t sup­ 
erin ten den t, who has been au­ 
thorized to do what he can to 
preven t passage of the utility 
bill.

lected while it is providin g for 
other emergen cies. 
The usual ten den cy also is to 
permit the rates, when fixed by 
local city coun cils, as is provided 
in the proposed bill, to be re­ 


duced to a poin t below th at 
n eeded for proper m ain ten an ce 
of the plan t. While un der the 
supervision of the public serv­ 
ice commission , lookin g at the 
utility property in a disin terest­ 
ed an d profession al way, keeps 
rates at a poin t th at guaran tee 
efficien t operation . 
The rates of the Richmon d 
light plan t are n ow the lowest 
of an y electric plan t in the state, 
but the service commission has 
seen th at the rates are n ot too 


low to assure protection to the 
plan t. 
It is believed th at the assist­ 
an ce of Earl Crawford, speaker 
of the house, can be en listed in 
behalf of the cities opposed to 
the measure. Sen . Thollie Dru- 
ley, an d Rep. Wilfred Jessup, al­ 
so are bein g coun ted on for sup­ 
port.
